1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants 
amendment removes the contradicting limitations of claims 8-9 by canceling these claims, and they have 
provided information to show prior art support for the amendment to the specification on 1 1/28/2004 
which was objected to, as well as providing the citation on page 3, lines 8-12 which provide support for 
use of near infrared (NIR) radiation for completing the cure, thus removing all outstanding rejections. It 
is also noted that claim 5, which provides for additional curing means, depends from claim 1, hence must 
be read that this additional curing occurs before completion of the cure by the MR, especially in light of 
page 3, lines 20-26 of the specification, and thus is consistent with the independent claim. 

Further review and update of the prior art did not provide any references to read on the claims as 
now written, however art of interest for using NIR when curing resins coating fibrous material/windings 
includes US PN 6,274,638 Bl to Yonejrtnura et al. & Japanese references to Yamamoto et al. (JP2001- 
322182, JP10-182768 & JP10-182767), where the first two are not prior art, and none of the references 
are directed to forming an electrically insulating coating over the windings/fibers. Also the Derwent 
abstract of the (768) Japanese reference indicates that completion of the cure is via visible light at 
elevated temperatures with the NIR possibly being used only before that. The machine translation of 
(767) indicates that textile materials, such as glass, carbon or aramid fibers are what are being infiltrated 
with the photocurable resin.
